Liturgy Congress Hears Why Pope Permitted 
Evening Mass And Restored Holy Week Ordo 


Assisi, Italy—(Radio-NC)— The 
‘ardinal in charge of the 

hurch’s official worship said the 
“principal and only reason” for 
the many reforms in the liturgy 
made by Pope Pius XII is his de- 
sire that the “faithful live truly 
the life of Christ.” 

The head of the Sacred Congre- 
gation of Rites said the Pope’s 
reforms have not been motivated 
by the demands of the times, new 
desires or tastes, or a desire to 
return to antiquity. 


“THE MOTIVE and cause of 
every liturgical rule,” he said, 
“.. is whatever serves to unite 
souls to God .. .” 


Gaetano Cardinal Cicognani 


In his address, Cardinal Cicog- 
nani said the aim of pastoral lit- 
urgy “is precisely that of leading 
the faithful to form a very com- 
pact union in the mystical body of 
which Christ is the head.” He 
said its aim is also to lead the 
faithful “to are ms in an equal 
manner in the liturgical rites.”

He said such a re- 
view was being made in a “spirit 
of loyalty and reverence which 
every one of the faithful ought 
to nourish toward the Supreme 
Shepherd who guides us.” 


MAYOR FRANCESCO Ardiz- 
zone of Assisi, in his welcoming 
address, expressed the feeling of 
many of the delegates attending 
the meeting. “In the memory of 
living men,” he said, “there has 
not been a congress in Assisi of 
similar importance.”

Ernakulalam, India—(NC)—The 
Travancore-Cochin State high 
court has turned down a defeated 
leftist candidate’s contention that 
Church warnings against him con- 


stituted “illegal coercion’ of 
voters.” ; 
The court rejected a petition 


filed by Mathai Manjuran, leader 
of the Marxist Kerala Socialist 
Party, appealing against an earlier 
judgment of the state’s election 
tribunal. 

The tribunal held that Arch- 
bishop Joseph Attipetty of Ve- 
rapoly had not violated India’s 
election rules by warning Cath- 
olics of Narakal, Mr. Manjuran’s 
constituency, against supporting 
procommunist candidates. 

The law does not oppose “fair 
exertion of influence” by bishops 
who are also citizens, the tribunal 
declared. 

Mr. Manjuran, -who lost the 
election to a Jacobite Christian 
candidate, challenged this verdict 
in a writ petition before a me 
court bench headed by a Catholic 
judge, Joseph Vithayathil.

For The Beds

Kanowit, Borneo—(NC)—A fine 
new hospital has been opened here. 
by the Franciscan Missionary Sis- | 
ters of St. Joseph, but they have 
a problem—the hospital has beds. | 


This may seem like the normal | 
thing in the U.S. but the Dyak na-| 
tives in this mission center look 
upon beds with scorn. The old' 
mission hospital here had four) 
beds, strictly for maternity cases. 
The new hospital has 30 beds. 


OLD STYLE hospitals in. this 
area are not rated according to 
the number of beds because the 
patients sleep on the floor, any- 
where they can find a place for a 
mat. When a patient enters the 
hospital, he brings his own mat 
and blankets, at least half of his 
fami. cooking utensils and fire- 
wood. 


Family and possessions sur- 
round the patient and remain 
there until he is well, When 
the hospital is filled with pa- 
tients, the inside of it resembles 
an American Indian encamp- 
ment. Lack of privacy does not 
seem to bother the patients.
